art Dufour Named Hartnell Preside 


Pro-Tem Prexy 
Officially Named 
To Top Position 


Stuart Dufour, president pro-tem 
of Hartnell College since the death 
of John Lemos on December 28, 
was appointed president of Hart- 
nell College by the board of trus- 
tees Tuesday night. 

The 41-year-old administrator re- 
ceived the $9,000-a-year position 
with words of praise from Dr. Fred- 
eric J. Ching, superintendent, un- 
der whom Mr. Dufour served as 
executive assistant since 1951. 

Mr. Dufour was graduated from 
San Mateo Junior College in 1932 
with an associate in arts degree, 
and received his bachelor of arts 
from Stanford University in 1934, 
obtaining his master’s degree from 
the same school in 1941. 

From 1934 to 1939 he was on 
the editorial staff of the San Jose 
Mercury Herald. Following that he 
taught social sciences and journa- 
lism .at Salinas Union High School 
and in 1946 took over the same 
teaching duties here at Hartnell 
College. 

Mr. Dufour was born in Chicago 
on June 12, 1913. He has been 
married for 19 years to the former 
Willna Grave and the couple has 
two children, Darien, 16, and Stu- 
art, 12.

Trays of the pro- 
duce, cut neatly into short strips, 
are placed out daily for the stu- 
dents. 

During the season Tom Adams,

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Sam King Releases 
Figures; Majority 
For New Stadium 


Dr. Frederick A. Pletta, president 
of the Hartnell Board of Trustees, 
recently proposed that a new sta- 
dium be built on Hartnell College 
property. This proposal came as a 
substitution to one that suggested 
making costly repairs on the now 
poorly equipped and rundown Sa-- 
linas high school stadium. 

Mr. Sam King, Salinas schools 
business manager, said, according 
to the Salinas Californian, that the 
difference proposed plans for the 
S.U.H.S. Stadium repairs would 
cost between $34,000 and $35,000 
just to make repairs and remove 
necessary sections on the west side 
of the stadium. 

General opinion favors the new 
stadium in preference to the repair 
plans because the space now being 
taken by the S.U.H.S. stadium could 
be used by the school more advan- 
tageously. The value of the prop- 
erty is such that it would not be 
profitable to spend the necessary 
amount of money to make required 
repairs. 

The idea of building a stadium 
on Hartnell property is not new. 
In 1944, a board consisting of Mr. 
Claude Addison, Mr. Henry Cas- 
sady, Mr. W. Bullis, and Mr. Leon 
Amyx, made a survey of the fac- 
ulty, inquiring for suggestions for 
a College of the Future.” 

One of the proposals offered was 
that a new stadium be built for 
the use of the college. At that time 
they suggested a stadium either be 
built on the property that sur- 
rounds the now existing Adminis- 
tration Building, or on the land 
immediately to the rear of the col- 
lege. As the land surrounding the 
Administration Building has been _ 
sold and subdivided, the last pro- 
posal would now have to be used 
if a new stadium is to be built.

The hopes and dreams of students, faculty members, and school or- 
ganizations of today and yesterday will come into reality during the com- 
ing semester when the John B. Lemos Memorial Student Union is.com- 
pleted, dedicated, and opened to all Hartnellites for years to come. 
Rare winter weather has kept Tombleson and Huck’s crew on the job 
for all but a few days since work commenced on December 1, and the 
June deadline will very, likely be met. 

The new edifice will afford many social and educational benefits. 
Two club meeting rooms, a student commission office, and a finance 
office will be contained therein. Dining room, women’s lounge, games 
court and main lounge will be amply large enough to accommodate all 
students during their leisure hours. A wellequipped kitchen, rest rooms, 
storage rooms, heating equipment areas, and monitor’s office with a 
large bulletin board are some-of the other divisions of the center. 

The building will have a definite effect on the college structure it- 
self. More faculty offices, laboratory and classroom space will be real- 
ized. ‘The present cafeteria, thé only room in the school with windows 
on three sides, will make an excellent lécture hall or lab. 

Enclosed building space in the new structure will be 7,130 square feet, 
open-roofed space 1,390 square feet, and paved area 2,660 square feet. 

The idea of the student union was conceived about seven years ago by 
Alpha Gamma Sigma under the guidance of Dr. Luella Hall. Since then 
other instructors and administrators, students, alumni, and outsiders 
have joined in the effort and the final seal of approval was stamped on 
September 15, 1953. Seven weeks ago workers began the $104,783 task, 
promising completion in 200 days. 

The John B. Lemos Student Union shall not only stand as a monu- 
ment to its namesake but to all those who have diligently worked for its 
creation. It shall also stand as a constant reminder to all future mem- 
bers of this institution that a chapter in the history book of Hartnell 
College was written with foresight and courage. — CLIFFORD PLET-

In order to keep records of 
games, play chess by correspond- 
ence, and solve the many chess 
problems printed in newspapers 
and periodicals, one must have a 
knowledge of the system of nota- 
tion. Each chess piece is designated 
by its first letter with the excep- 
tion of the knight; thus king is K, 
queen, Q; rook, R; bishop, B; pawn, 
P; and knight, N. The pieces on| 
the king’s side of the board are 
called king’s bishop, king’s knight, 
king’s rook, king’s bishop’s pawn, 
etcs., and in a like manner for the 
queen’s side pieces. Each vertical 
row or file is named in a like man- 
ner, as king’s file, queen's file, 
queen’s rook’s file, etc.

The varsity nine opéns its con- 
ference season on April 16 against 
Menlo Junior College at Menlo. 
Last year the Panthers were tri- 
imphant in seven league starts in 
order to capture the conference 
crown. They went down to de- 
feat only once.
